Systematic Distribution.

The necessity for Its continuance for 
sa long a period makee this a v«ry dif- 
ficult task, yet one that Is absolutely 
essential. The carload of. provisions 
sent from Denver, in the first general 
response to an appeal for aid illustrates

mgf the public the best, the roost inter- 
esting and the most important people 
who can be secured, the Y. SI.

neatly termed It. It was good, h*rd, 
truth, told in an unheiltating, straight- 
fortfardf compelling manner by a man, 
whOi as a lawyer, a man of affairs end 
a student of human nature," knows his 
subject well and speaks of U with 
that authority which convinces. 


Mr. Heney's pungent satire, at times 


almost Verging into sarcasm, Is de- 
lightful. 
He in clear-sighted in hie 


views. Seemingly unbiased politically, 
he lays 'bare the corruptions of politi- 
cal parties and of politics.

than this, he points out « lot of good 
sense about humanity In general. He 
does not raitice matters and for this 
reason what he says

THANKSGIVING DAY 


THE most distinctive, the most peculiarly 


American holiday is at htnd. 
Christinas, 


is observed in one fashion or another by 
every people on earth that embraces the 
Christian 'faith, and. the celebration of the 
advent of the'NeW Year is universal. Even 
our observance of Independence day is not 
altogether unique, fqr France has a similar 
holiday to commemorate trie jail of the 
Bajstille. But Thanksgiving day is our own. 
It dates from the very beginning of the 
English settlements on the New England 
coast, when trie Pilgrims, in gratitude for 
the small blessings that had come to them, 
appointed a feast day. 
~ 


They had landed on a rocky and in- 


hospitable shore and had encountered 
enormous difficulties in their efforts' to 
obtain a living from the cultivation of the 
soil. Anybody faiiiiliar with the character 
of the farm lands along the Massachusetts 
coast today, after three and a half cen- 
turies of development^ can faintly imagine 
the discouragements - of the first settlers 
who attempted to obtain a livelihood from 
the soil. 
They not only had to contend 


with hostile Indians and the rigors of a 
winter climate for which they were un- 
prepared, "but they had to work unceas- 
ingly to make the land produce enough 
for them to live upon. 


Fortunately they were not altogether de* 


pendent for food upon the products of the 
soil. 
Game was plentiful. 
Lands now 


long since transformed into meadows were 
then covered with woods and abounded in 
deer, wild turkey and other game. 
The 


coast was alive with 
fish 
arid other 


vea food of every kind, so that \vhen the 
Pilgrim fathers, fn gratitude to God for 
relief from the savage foes that beset them, 
appointed-a day of'feast and thanksgiving, 
there was no lack of provender, just" as 
there was no lack of the deeply religious 
spirit which served to give, the occasion 
its first significance. 


There is no authentic record of the first 


Thanksgiving dinner in New England, but 


- u-c may rest assured that the Pilgrim fathers 


dined sumptuously. 
The vaijety of wild 


turkeys, known as Na'rragattseUs, now 
practically extinct, 'were as plentiful in the 
AUssachu-setls \voods *&* English sparrows 
-ue-nowadajs in Colorado Springs. Venison

If 
sufficiently interested In the broader aspect 
yf the matter they might have made their 
petition more inclusive, and demanded that 
the law be enforced insofar as it relates 
to every form of raffling.

District Attorney, and we shall see what 
we shall see.

There is no essential difference 
between this procedure and the conduct of 
a wide-open poker game. 


We have frequently remarked that there
